IT k probable that botany has been culth^ated, la 
foaie.manner, in alaiuft everv age of the world • 
yet (b flow is the progiefs ot human knowied^e^ 
that its eftabliihnient on true principles was n»t 
knpwn till the laft age, and the prelent only has 
fcen its near approach to perfection. 

The works of the firlt writers on plants are lof?. 
Sacred hiftory informs us, that Soiomon fpoke oi 
trees, from tiie cedar of Lebanon, to the hyffop, or 
mols, as lonoe render it, that tprings out ot the 
wall* Py thagoi as, Anaxagoi a^, a.id otha ancienf 
thilofophers, wrote bopl^s on plants which have 
long fince, perilhed, but are quoted by Tneophra- 
ftus and ?liny. 

The ^tamc writings of €he ancients which have 
come down to our times, arc chofe of Theophia- 
ftus, Pliny, and Diofcorides. rheophraiius, ihe 
diicipJe of Ariftoile, and his fucceffor in his'lchool 
of philofophy at Atiiens, lived above three hundred 
years before the birth of Chriii: a part oiily of his 
botanic works is preferved. Pliny lived in the fird 
century, of the chriflian sera, and vvrote largely oii 
the different parts of natural hiltory. Uiofcoiides 
was cotemporary with Fhny, and the prmcipaZ 
writer on the materia medica auong the ancients. 
Bur the ftate of botany was fo low in thofe times 
and there is fuch a waut of pieciliun in the ancient' 
authors, that it is often difficult, or perhaps im^of- 

* 2 iibie 
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iible, to determine what are the plants intended by 
their defcriptions. 

In the middte ages, botany^ftarcd the-fete trf 
every other kind of literature. But while the fci- 
cnces were gradually declining in Europe, fome of 
them flourifhed under the patronage of the Arabian 
caliphs, whofe power wasat its g3:'eateft heigh| in 
thi ninth cefitury'J about v^hich tihie Sctapio, A^- 
cenna, Averrhdes, and othei learned Arabs, wrote 
on botany but with no great, fiiccefs. An author 
known by the name ot Plato Apuleius,Dr^,ApbU* 
enfis, of whofe herbarium very old mantifcfipt copies^ 
are preferved in fome curious libraries, is fufipofed 
to have lived near this pefied. , 

In the twelfth, thirteenth, and fourteenth ; cen- 
turies, fome obfcure writers on botany appeared in 
feveraLparts of Europe ; as Arnoldus de Villa nova,, 
Platearius, IVIattliaeus Sylvaticus', and Bartholomew 
Glanvil, commonly called Baftholomseus Anglus, 
a Frahcifcan mphk, defcchded of the family' of 
the earls of Suffolk, who lived in the reign of king 
Edward the third, and wrote a book of natural 
Biftory entitled *^(? proprietatibiis return; which .was 
tranflated into Englifh by John de IVcvifa' in 
the year 1398. The writers of the middle tihies 
preferved botany from total oblivioh, rather thia 
made jiny improvement in it. 

At the time of the revival of learning ^n the 
, fifteenth century, fome were employed in reftoring 
and es^plaining the works of the ancient botanifts^ 
Latin trariflations were made of the Greek authors, 
Theodore Gaza, one of thofe learned Gi^eks wh6 
fled into Italy >fter the taking of Conftantinople by 
the Turks, w^s the tranllator of TiieophraftuS. 
^hree verfions of Diofcorides, with commentaries', 
appeared; the firft by Hermolaus Barbarus, p^tri* 
arch of Aquileja^ the next by Marcellus Virgil, fe- 
cretary to the Rate of Florence; the laft and moft 
efteemed by John Ruel^ a French phyfigian. 

In 
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In the next century, a great number of botanic 
authors appeared. Otho Brunsfclfius, a Germaa 
phyfician, publiflied ihe firft part of his hiftory ot* 
plants, with cuts, at Stralburgh in the year 1530. 
Jie was f olli^wed in a few years by Tragus, Cordus, 
Fuchfius, and. others, among whom was the fa* 
mous Conrad Gefner, who firft difcovercd that the 
common characters of plants dq>end on the frudi* 
£catioil ; as appears by fome paffages in his epiftles, 
publiibed after his death by Canicraiius in 1567. 
-This difcovery was afterwards brought into ufc by 
Otfalpinus- 

Among other botanic writers of this age were 
Matthioius in Italy, a commentator on Dioicoi ides; 
William Turner, dean of Wells, (born at Mprpeth 
in Northumberland,) an apologift and fufferer for 
the proteitantcaufe; hisEnglim herbal was printed 
in i5Si:.DodQnacus of Mechlin in Brabant: Pena 
and Lobel, authors of the Adverfaria /iirpimi^ print- 
ed at London in 1570: and Charles Clufms, or dc 
TEclufe, a native of Artois, profefTor of botany at 
X*eyden, who was remarkably induftrious in the dii^ 
xcovery of new liibjecls of natural hiftory, and for 
that purpoie travelled through Spain and other 
countries in Europe, 

The firft fyflematic botanlft was Andrew Caefal* 
pinus, profeffor of phyfic in the univerfity of Padua, 
famous for his thenry of the motion pf thc^lood in 
.animals, previous to the difcovery of the circulation 
by the great Harvey. His fyflem of botany was 
publiftied at Florence in 1583. This great inven- 
tion was little attended to till near a hundred years 
after, when it was revived by Morifon. 

Cotempv^rary with Caefalpinus were Durante, 
Alpinus, and Columna in Italy; Dalcchamp and 
llenealme in France ; Camerarius and Tabernaemon^ 
taqus.in Germany; Cafpar Bauhine at liafil in 
Switzerland i Gerard ^t London, and many other 

writers 
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writers oii botany. The Pindx of BaiUfitW^ kTwhlch 
the names of plants given by f)reee<iiftg writers, arc 
toUecled and reduced to fix thoufand fpecies, wa$ 
a work of forty j^ears, and ^^as publiflied iti 1623. 

In 1613, Beflef plibliftied hU li&rttfs' Ejf/^tUr^s^ 
, ^?rith coppcr-pIat^s, at NtirfenbUt-g. Aft^r this aroft 
Aidinus at Rome, Broffabus at Pam; 'PaLfkirifon at 
London, and Johnfori, the learned editor of Geraitf t 
herbal; Donatus, author df.Ji treatife on marine 
plants, printed at Venixte irt t6^n arid CorfiutUfi^ 
iutbor of the hiftory of the plants (^f Canada, pmt-' 
ed at Paris in 1635, John Bauhine, brother t* 
Cafjiai', began art univerfal hlftof y ti jrf^nts, which 
was continued by Cherler of^ Bafilv Md finifhed by 
thabneus of Geneva ; it wis pttbli&dd to thi^ee v6Q 
lum^s in folio, in 1656. 

'In 1648, the i^atura! hiftory nf Bmfil by Marc;, 
grave was publilhed at AmfterdSm: in 1651^ ithtt 
liatutal hiftory of Mexifeb by Herftaddez was pub* 
Kftied at Rortie; -and In 1658, the natural hittory 
tf the Eaft-Ihdt(is by Bontius, with 'that of thi 
Weft-Indies by Pifo, was prifit^d at Aaiflerdairi. 
In this a^e livfed Aftibrbfini and Zaiiotii in Italy^ 
Rudbeck in Sweden; Grifley in Poi?tUgal; Elfholti 
and Mentzelius in Germany; Mi^n^t itt Enghttd-j. 
Miinting in Hollaqd; Dodart itt France j Brey^ius 
in Pdandi and many other botanitt&i. The Mecf 
Van Rheede, a Dutch governor in the £aft4ndie^ 
Hvith the help of fome bJachmans and other iiatives> 
toHefted materials for the Hortus Malabarktu^ a s^otk 
<ionfifting of twelve voliimes in folio, the firft of 
Vhich was puUiftiedin 1678. 

The writers of this and t\\t preceding eentury 
had difcovered and defcribed a great number of 
plants, but for want of a regular anan^ment, b6* 
tany was yet, in general, a chaos. Some authors 
<iifpofed plants in alphabetic order ; fome according 
to their time of flowering; fome by their places of 

growth;

gfDWtb; fome Vy their fuppo/ed virtues; fome by 
th^ir toots, and others by their leaves: Cxfalpinus 
glpn^ h^d diftributed them in clailes by the frucli* 
JcatipQy till Pr. Robert IVIoriloni a native of Abcr* 
de^n in Scotland, profeffor of botany at Oxford, 
revived (he fyftc^m in his hillory of plants publiihed 
^t Oxford in i6iq. 

SsQop after this the fcienccwas improved by the 
labors of th^ great John Ray, a clergyman, of the 
pniverfity of Cambridge. His Methodus plantar urn 
mva was printed ip 1682; his hiftory of plants in 
^r^ volumes in folio, at different times, a feMT 
years aft^r ; ^nd his fynopiis of Britiih plants in 1 69a 
Cotemporary with him were feveral other retor- 
8iei^ of botapy; as Herman at Leyden^ Rivinus at 
I^eif^c i and Tournef ort, who examined the frua- 
tifications of plants with great accuracy, and efta*- 
blifhed th^ characters of the genera on folid prin«* 
ciples, above all his predeceflbrs in the fcience. He 
publi&ed his elements of botany in French at Paris, 
in 1 694, and afterwards in Latin under the title of 
Jnjiitutiones rei berbari^. Arnqng other botanifts 
who wrote ^bout this time were John Commeline 
and his brother Cafpar in Holland ; Leonard Pluke- 
pet of Lp4idon, a diligent collector of rare plants; 
^nd James Petiver of the fame city, author of feve* 
jraj vpluminous works j Father Plumier who de- 
^ribed th^ plants of America in feveral treatifes 
printe4 at Paris; and Sir H^ps Sloanc, whofe na- 
t^ix2^ ^iflory Qf Jamaica was printed at London 

ia J7P7- 

Kaempfi^r, in his 4manUates exotica^ printed at 
LemgQw in Gernas^ny in 1712, d^fcribed fome of 
the ^aiits of Japjm and other part;s of Afi^; as did 
Feuillee thofe of P^y , in the joi^m^ of his travek 
in that country, printed at Paris in 1714. About this 
time farther in^provenients in botany were made by 
the eminent Dr. Boerhaav? at Leyden ; Ifhard, Vail- 
kn^, and the two Juflieus in France^ Pontedera in 

Italy} 
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IfaTy ; RuppiusandDillenius in Germany, andothef^* 
Dillenius, removing into England, was chofen 
profeffor of botany in the univerfity of Oxford • He 
publiQied the third edition of Ray's- fynopfis, much 
enlarged, in 1724; and afterwaids wrote the Hor^ 
ius Elthamenjis^ in which a great number of uncom- 
mon plants are defcribed; and a large and accurate 
hiftory of moffes* In 1728, Martyn publiflied his 
Hi/loria plantarttm rariorum at London. In 1731, 
Catefby published the natural hiftory of Carolina ; 
and about the fame time, Buxbaum publiflied at 
Feterfburgh, his Centuria plantarum^ containing the 
characters of many plants difcovered in Alia and the 
eaftern parts of Europe. 

Sir Charles Linnaeus, chief phyfician to the king 
of Sweden, and profeffor of medicine and botany 
in the uniyerlity of UpfaU has, in his numerous 
/^vorks, brought the feveral branches of natural hi- 
ftory; and particularly botany, much nearer to per-^ 
feftion, than all who have gone before him. In his 
Syflema natura^ of which the firft edition was print- 
ed in I7 3S> b^ l^^s ^^^^ down the effential charac- 
ters of the genera of the three kingdoms of nature* 
In this work, plants are difpofed in a method en- 
tirely new, founded on the fexes, which is followed 
by the author in his fucceeding publications. In 
fiis Genera plantarum^ printed in 1737, and feveral 
times fince, he has given the natural charafter, or 
defcription at large of the fruftification, of every 
known genus of plants. But perhaps hi^ greateft ex* 
cellence \s a reformer of botany, lies in the invent 
tion of thofe concife fpecific diftin£tions, which he 
gave fpeciraeps of in the Hortus Cliffortianusy and 
other of his works, and fince extended to all the 
plants perfeftly known, in that capital work the 
Species plantarum^StrH publiflied at Stockholm in 175 j^ 
Before this great naturalift arofe, the doftrine re* 
lating to the fpecies was involved in much obfcu-

(with a reference to the author it is taken fr6ni,) 
and Cafpar Bauhine's in his Pinax^ whefi the plant 
is mentioned in that work. Som^ articles wanting 
ia Ray*s fynopfis are fupplied from Dillenius, Wil- 
fon. Hill, Hudf6n, Wallis, and Pennant; from my^ 
own obfervationSy and the communications of an 
ingenious friend, Rdbert Harrifon of Dufhani, of 
whofe kind offices in affifting me to profecute the' 
work, gratitude demands this acknowledgement. 

In the Englifh names, an attempt is made to re-* 
medy the preftnt conation fo juftly complained of, 
by appropriating a diftinft name to each genus: foif* 
thispurpofe fevcral nt^mes ^hich have oeen long 
difufed are reftored, as Baffinet, Culrage, and Pop-' 
pie; the laft of thefc is known in the north of Etig-: 
land to this day: fome in common ufe, but not met' 
with in botanical books, are introduced, as Sedge 
and Archil: when an appofite Englilh generic^ 
name did not occur, the Latin one of Linnaeus is 
nfed. In the names of fpecies, this autbbr's brief 
method of diftipguifhing them by a fingle epithet, 
is imitated; and when the works of Englilh bota- 
nifts did nX)t afford a proper or ^xpreffiye term, I 
haVe vfed one equivalent to that of Linnaeus or

C H A P T E k I. 

OiF i^LAl^tS ANii THEIR ^ARTS. 

NATURAL bodies afe divided into three king^ 
doms^ the animal, the Vegetable, and the 
mineral. 

^Minerals grow ; plants grow and live ; animals 
grow, live, and have fenfation. 

Pla0ts ire compofed of three kinds of'veflels; 
^afa fiicccja^ which convey their juices; utriculi^ 
wnich prefcrvc tbdni) and trachea^ which attract 
the air. 

The internal parts of n plant are, the cortex^ or 
outer bark or rind; the liber^ of tnnef bark; the 
wood ; and the pith. 

The externa! parts of a plant are, the root, which 
defcends, afid draws nourifhment; the ft^em^ trunk, 
or flalk, which afcends ; the leaves, wbofe oflSce h 
to trafifpire and attract, like the hings in animal^; 
and the frtidification, which opens and generates, 
cbnfiftirtg of flower and^fruit. 

The parts of the floWer are, the calyi, corolla^ 
fiamina, pifti), and receptacle* * 

'i'he caJyx h the outer tegument or cover of the 
flower, proceeding from the outer bark of the 
plant, and often continuing till the fruit is ripe*

The eor^lls is the inner tegument of the flower, 
proceeding from the inner rind of the plant, arid

When only one of the covers is prefent, it is 
fometimes difficult to determine whether it is a calyx 
or a corolla; if it remains till the fruit is ripe, it is 
ufually called a calyx; but fomefimes the corolla is 
perfiftent, as in Ornithogalum. 

The Jiamina are the male organs of generation, 
proceeding from the wood of the plant, confifting 
of chives and antherx. PI. IV. fig. 3. h. c. 

The chive or filament is the thread that fupports 
the anthcra, and conneds it \yith the flower.

The anthera is the top of the fiamen, the Vefl'd 
that contains the follen^ a fine powder, and, when 
mature, emits it for the impregnation of the ger- 
men.

The fijlil is the female organ of generation, pro- 
ceeding from the pith of the plant, and confifting 
of germen, ftyle, and fligoia^ . PL JV* fig. 3. d^ e.f. 

The germen is the rudiment bf the fruity tho 
loweft part of the piftil. PL IV. fig. 3. d. 

The fiyle is the part which elevates the ftigma 
from the germen. PL IV. fig. 3. ^^ 

Hhtjligma is the top of the piftil, which is cover- 
ed with a moifture for receiving and diiTolving thb 
pollen.

The anthera and ftigma are the eflential parts of 
the flower, and eonftitute it whether the teguments 
are prefent or wanting. . 

I'ha reeeptach h the bafe on which the other parts 
of fructification are faftened. 

The parts of the fruit are the pericarpy and feeds. 

The pericarpy is the veflfel that contains the feeds^ 
the germen grown to maturity.

CHAPTER XIII. 

Of thp characters of plants, 

npHE Vegetable kingdom is divided into claflfcs, 
J^ orders, genera, Ipecies, and varieties. 

Claffes are the firft divifion of plants j their charac- 
ters are eftabliihed on fome part or parts of the 
fruftification; as by Cxfalpinxis on the fruit; by 
Ray on tlie coroHa and the fruit ; by Tournefort 
on the corolla ; and by Linnaeys on the ftamina* 

Orders are the fubdivifions of Claifes. 

A genus is an affemblage of fpecies, nearly fimil^r 
in all the parts ot fruftification, 

Species are the different forms of plants which 
are fuppofed to have been originally created. 

Generic charaders depend on the form of the fruc-* 
tification alone; fpecific characters take their rifo 
from any circumftance, wherein plants of the fame 
genus are found to difagree, provided fuch circum^ 
ftance is conftant, and not liable to alteration by 
Hsulture, or other accidents. Thus in fome genera 
the fpecies are diftinguifhed by the different ftruc- 
tures of the root, as in Squill and Orchis ; in fome by

by the leaves ; in fome by the manner of flowering,

Varieties are the incidental differences in plants 
produced from feed of the fame fpecies, caufed 
by the differences of climate, fituation, or foil ; 
and confifling in magnitude, color, hairinefs, curled 
and bullate leaves, luxuriant flowers, time of flower- 
ing, djuration, fcent, tatte, and virtues j all which 
are variable circumflances, and not to be depended 
PA as marks of a fpecifi^ di^eren<;et
